Becoming  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  is  not  as  easy  as 
one  might  think.  Mrs.  Jerry 
Taylor,  the  former  Hannelore 
Kopkischke  of  Frankfurt,  Ger¬ 
many,  and  wife  of  the  MSC  stu¬ 
dent  body  president,  is  leai-n- 
ing  this  as  she  approaches  the 
final  steps  of  becoming  a  Un¬ 
ited  Slates  citizen.
